Another Storm Wave Due—Geologic*! 


Fallacies—Atomic Formation of the 
Earth. 


Co: yrlghtvd 1893 by W. T. Foster. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., May 20. 


My I ant bulletin gave forecasts of the 


dangerous storm ware to cross the conti- 
nent from the 20th to 2-Ub, and the next, 
also a severe storm wave, wtll teach tbe 
Pacific Coast abont the 25th, cross the 
western mountains by the close of tbe 26tb, 
the great central vallejs from the 27th to 
29th and the eastern States about the 3C<h. 


This being tbe last storm WITB of May, 


it will be known when it has passed 
whether my predictions of unusual weather 
events in May were well founded. 
Great 


extremes of weather, great. floods and 
drouths were predicted to occur following 
the first of March. 
On January 15th I 


said: "In places tbe drouth will run north 
of tbe 40th degree of north latitude, but 
generally it will be confined to south of 
thutline." 
In February I said: «'I have 


often published and will repeat that very 
severe storms will appear on this continent 
daring the six months from March to June, 
1892. 


On April 8th I said: "Rainfall wilt be 


irregular; too much in gome places, not 
enough in others. 
Tbe 1892 drouth will 


begin to show its favorite lurking places iu 
April, and the heavy rainfall districts will 
soon be known, 


THE EARTH'S GEOLOGY. 


I use the term in its broadest sense, 


which includes sil tbe physical sciences 
and therefore covers physical geography 
and meteorology. 


A great maa of facts have been gathered 


and recorded by our scientists, hot tbeir 
theories based on these facts are not satis- 
factory, because they neither explain pres- 
ent conditions of the earth nor tbe causes 
tbat lead to tbe great changes recorded in 
,be earth's strata. 


Geologists have adopted en arbitrary ar- 


rangement of tbe earth's strata, by Vhioh 
certain rook or mineral deposits are as- 
signed to certain geological ages of the 
world. The strata tbal have been examined 
are supposed to be abont ten miles in 
depth. 
In one locality some geologists of 


acknowledged ability examined the make 
up of the earth and called that which they 
found at a certain depth the Gatakill red 
sandstone, becanao it was found in Penn- 
sylvania near tbe Oatskill mountains. It 
is assigned to a place about five miles be- 
low the earth's surface, and is supposed to 
represent a certain age of the earth, per- 
laps millions of years ago. 
This strata is 


also supposed to extend all around the 
earth, and all similar portions tbe earth are 
assigned to that age of our globe, since 
when about five miles of earth and stone 
have been deposited. 


As an evidanoe tbat this Catakill group 


belongs to that particular geological age of 
the world, the geologists offer as tbe only 
proof tbe fact tbat tbi* red sandstone con- 
tains fossils of ganoid fishes. The stur- 
geon is a ganoid, and these fishes have ex- 
isted from the earliest age of fishes. 


Tbe continents are now being carried in- 


to tbe seas as they have been throughout 
all the geological ages; the volcanoes are 
now active as they have evar been; islands 
aod continents are now being formed by 
volcanic action, 
vegetable and choral 


growths as has been tbe case in all past 
geologic ages; sands are now being de- 
posited in the seas together with the re- 
mains of sturgeon and other fishes, just as 
(hey were when those Catskill sands anil 
ganoid remains were drifted into tbe bed* 
where they were found. 


Then what right have geologists to say 


tbat the Catskill stratum all around tbe 
earth was deposited immense ages before 
man appeared on earth? May pot gome ol 
these deposits have occurred lu every 
geologic age since tbe Devonian? Is it not 
more probable that these deposits may 
have occurred and are still occurring in ac- 
cord with the age of the islands an i con 
tinente rather than at a certain age of tbe 
artb?

The talk tnrnc 1 upon personal cour- 


!i^;o in a conversation I had the other 
day with rn aid-de-camp of General 
Alexander Hays. The veteran, who had 
tho name of being the moflt daring aid 
on Hays' staff, said: "You ask ine how 
I felt when I first sraelled powder, BO to 
speak. Well, uftcr tho lapse of all these 
years I'm almost ashanwd to tell you. I 
was panic stricken, scared out of my 
senses, my courage oozod out of me in 
an instant, and a small boy conld have 
captured me without trouble. This aw- 
ful experience came after I had been 
nliont a year in tho army. The regi- 
ment of infantry in widen I was was pre- 
paring to go into camp. We were a few 
miles outsiJe of Yorktown, which was 
hi tho possession of the Confederates, 
but none of us, not even our officers, 
realized the proximity of the enemy. 
There •were some cattle with the army, 
and smnc how or other some of my com- 
rades and I Avere part of the crowd that 
drove the beeves to the place where they 
were to be Hlaughtereu. 


••We formed a circle, a sort of bull 


ring, and foil to skylarking and firing 
our pistols at the cattle as they ran 
hither and thither. It was all laughter 
and shouting. Suddenly, without the 
slightest warning, a sound that we had 
never heard before ro&e above the clamor. 
It was a sort of whirring howl, lasting a 
few seconds only, but long enough to 
strike terror into our hearts. The men 
who h<id been as gay and noisy as school- 
boys a minute before were dumb. 
I 


don't remember how they behaved. My 
own affairs kept me busy. I felt as if 
my boots were nailed to the ground. 
They wouldn't move, neither would my 
legs—in fact I had lost control of my 
body. I was perfectly limp and my 
knees sagged out. 
"That was the lirst strange sound, as 


of some hideous, deadly bird flying over- 
head. I hardly realized, mind you, that 
the enemy was shelling us. AH I knew 
for sure WAS that somehow my life, 
which I had enjoyed bo much a minute 
before, was in danger. I wanted to run, 
but my legs wouldn't obey me. Two 
shells passed over mo before I could 
shake off the paralysis.

us run, and laughed louder yet when 
our cattle ran into their lines as they 
did. 
1 felt more or less uncomfortable 


always in going into battle afterward, 
but never again lost my nerve as I did 
at my fire baptism before Yorktown."—
